A notice­ 
able fact is that in the majority of 
cases there had been former trouble 
with the eyesight, and evidently the 
grip had the effect of renewing this 
latent disease.—Philadelphia Record.

“imported,” and takes it forgranted 
that he is netting the imported arti­ 
cle.
